The pigs 
are doing fine. The sows will go to 
market in February, and the pigs in 
May. Price prospects look favorable. 
Then we bred all the gilts we will 
have room for to farrow in February, 
and expect to breed a string for June. 


‘We feel that the outlook is better than 


last year. 

We have about 400 cattle on feed. 
Have tried to buy them lighter and bet- 
ter quality than usual; also more heifers. 
We fele all fall that the price was too 
high for a very profitable prospect, but 
by buying light and Choice, not fancy, 
with more heifers, we are trying to at 
last hold losses down. The beef breed- 
ing herd is being wintered on crops we 
could not sell and they have produced 
some top feedlot material. 

The longer we (please turn to p. 19) 
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Evrty 1957 shows prom- 
ise of somewhat better times ahead for 
stockmen. The latest report on prices 
received by farmers shows livestock and 
livestock products about 79% higher than 
a year previous. Meat animal prices 
were up nearly 209%. Production and de- 
mand will be in better balance than in 
the past year. Output of meat may be 
down slightly and more consumers with 
more money will line up at meat count- 
ers. Farmers’ cash receipts from their 
flocks and herds should be greater than 
in 1956 when they were 2% over 1955. 


Beef cattle of the better grades 
have had most of their seasonal price 
drop, although some further weakness, 
especially for the Prime grade, is likely 
during the spring. Feeder cattle were 
taken out early this season and the re- 
turn to market also has been early. Few- 
er Prime cattle have been coming than 
a year ago when long-fed heavy cattle 
that had overstayed their market were 
being sold, but supplies of Good and 
Choice kinds have been liberal. Aver- 
age weights are now nearly as high as 
a year ago and buyers are showing a 
preference for light to handy-weights. 

Prices for intermediate and low 
grades will be mostly steady to higher 
in the next three or four months. With 
prices more stable, there will be less 
hurried selling of short-fed and warmed- 
up cattle. Prices for extreme low grades 
have already advanced sharply and fur 
ther seasonal strength can be expected 
Supplies of cows dropped sharply after 
the spell of liquidation in late fall 


Stocker and feeder cattle 
prices can be expected to rise moderate 
ly in the next two or three months. Not 
withstanding drought, recent offerings 
have been light. Operators able to 
rough cattle through the winter for early 
placement on grass have been good buy 
ers of light, thin cattle at prices above 
heavy feeders. 

In spite of the drop in prices for 
Choice fat cattle, they appear to be sell 
ing at a sufficient margin over feeders 
to give a fair return to finishers who 
use efficient rations. 

During February, topping out fed 
cattle on price bulges will be best.

Can You Use Soil Bank? 


(from page 5) contract specifies what 
conservation measures are to be put 
on the land, if any, and how long 
the land is to remain in the reserve. 
Chunty ASC committees have lists of 
approved soil, water, forestry, and wild- 
life conservation practices and the farm- 
er decides which of these he wants to 
carry out on the land. 

Conservation Reserve contracts. are 
for different periods of time, depending 
upon the type of practice to be carried 
out. Land already in an approved cover 
crop can be entered for either 3 or 5 
years. Where a cover crop is to be es- 
tablished, the land may be entered for 
either 5 or 10 years. Or, if trees are to 
be planted on the Conservation Reserve, 
the contract must be for 10 years. 

A Soil Bank “base” is established 
for his farm by the local ASC Commit- 
tee when a farmer enters the Conserva- 
tion Reserve Program. Generally this 
“base” is the amount of acreage on the 
farm normally used to produce crops. It 
is established by determining the aver- 
age acreage of land used for crop pro- 
duction in the two years immediately 
prior to signing the Conservation Re- 
serve contract—1955 and 1956, if he 
enters the 1957 program. Land placed 
in the Conservation Reserve is deducted 
from this farm Soil Bank “base,” and 
during the term of the contract crops 
may not be produced on more land than 
the “base” minus the amount of land 
placed in the Reserve. If a farmer has 
an acreage allotment for any “basic” 
crop, he cannot exceed that allotment 
any year the contract is in force and 
remain eligible for Conservation Re- 
serve payments. 

No crops may be produced for har- 
vest on the land designated as the Con- 
servation Reserve during the period 
the contract. Nor, may the designated 
acreage be grazed during the contract 
period, unless, under emergency con- 
ditions, and then only when the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture authorizes such graz- 
ing. This will be done only after a State 
Governor has certified that there is need 
for grazing and the Secretary has deter- 
mined that it is necessary to alleviate 
damage, hardship or suffering. Then, 
only the farmer who placed the land 
in the reserve will be allowed to graze 
his own livestock on the Conservation 
Reserve. He will not receive an annual 
payment for the year this happens. 

For entering the Conservation Re- 
serve program, a farmer may receive 
two types of payments. The first is a 
“cost-sharing” practice payment for es- 
tablishing permanent conservation on 
the land placed in the program. This 
is set by State and county ASC commit- 
tees for a particular practice, but under 
USDA regulations may range up to 80% 
of the cost of establishing the practice. 
This payment is made the year a con- 
servation practice is carried out under 
contracts for 5 years or more. 

Among the conservation practices 
eligible for this cost-sharing payment 
are: (a) Establishing a permanent vege- 
tative cover crop for soil protection. (b) 
Treating farmland to use legumes and 
grasses for soil improvement. (c) Es- 
tablishing trees or shrubs. (d) Build- 
ing dams, pits, or ponds in order to 
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protect cover crops or to hold irrigation 
water. 
cover, water, and marsh management, 
or dam and pond construction. The 
cost-sharing payment may be made in 
whole or part through the furnishing 
of materials or services for conservation 
work on the Reserve land. 

The second payment is an annual 
per-acre rate for the land placed in the 
Conservation Reserve. This rate varies 
from state to state, but the national av- 
erage is $10 per acre. State ASC com- 
mittees establish this payment for their 
various counties. The county ASC com- 
mittees may vary the county rate be- 
tween different tracts of land on the 
basis of land value, rental rates, and 
productivity. 

There are minimum limits on the 
amount of land that may be placed in 
the Reserve. Generally, 
this is 5 acres where approved cover is 
already on the land or will have to be 
established. It may be as little as 2 
acres where trees are to be planted. In 
counties where tillable acreage on farms 
is small, State ASC committees may set 
a minimum of one acre. 


Conservation 


There is no maximum limit, as 
such, on the land that may be placed in 
the Conservation Reserve. However, the 
total annual Conservation Reserve pay- 
ment to any farmer, for any year, and 
for all farms in which he has an inter- 
est, is limited to $5,000. In some in- 
stances, this limit may be increased by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. Special 
provisions are made for both large and 
small farms where the entire eligible 
acreage of the farm is to be entered in 
the program. This information is avail- 
able through county ASC committees, 
as are answers to other questions. 


Through the Conservation Reserve, 
farmers can make sound, long-term in- 
vestments in better land use, establish 
conservation measures and protect and 
encourage wildlife. At the same time, 
they can help check the unwise shift of 
land diverted from “basic” crops to oth 
er cash crops, which will help reduce 
general crop surpluses. 


Payments made under the program 
will help farmers make the shift from 
cultivation to conservation uses. And, 
probably most important, the conserva- 
tion practices themselves will bring soil 
improvement dividends for the future. 

The Conservation Reserve—like the 
entire Soil Bank—is a voluntary pro- 
gram. You make the decision whether to 
put land in the reserve, how much to put 
in and what conservation practices are 
to be applied to it. In planning a Con- 
servation Reserve for your farm you 
will be dealing with your neighbors on 
your county ASC Committee. 


While the Soil Bank will get its 
first full-year test in 1957, it is just 
one of the tools in the inventory of

Wool prices may advance a little 
more before shearing time. Stocks are 
small and demand continues good for 
CCC wools. 


Milk for fluid use will gradually 
decline in price to a late spring low, as 
the milk flow increases. Manufacturing 
milk and butterfat will decline 
until they rest firmly government 
supports. They haven't far to go. Right 
along, the government has had to buy 
about one-fourth of the cheese produced 
and it had to start buying butter again 
in December. Dairymen’s net returns are 
a bit better than a year ago and they 
are milking more of their cows and 
feeding more concentrates than ever be- 
fore. Most guesses are that support 
levels will not be changed for the year 
starting April 1. If you want to increase 
your herd, buy cows and heifers soon.

Feed grain prices are expected 
to fluctuate near midwinter levels for 
another month or two. Their action 
later will depend partly on what is done 
about the corn support program. A 
sharp price rise, such as occurred last 
spring, is quite unlikely.

(from page 6) feed dairy cows the 
surer I am that I have wasted a lot of 
high protein feed and spoiled a lot of 
good cows in the past. For the past 3 
years we have handled the Holstein 
milking herd in an open shed, silo belt 
along back wall — corn silage — hay 
bunks out in the open. All the good 
alfalfa, brome, early made hay and corn 
silage they can eat. Ear corn and oats 
with a little molasses and high-protein 
feed ground together; all the grain they 
will eat while in the milk parlor. They 
run loose. With 34 cows in milk have 
had practically no udder trouble in 3 
years. Our top cow made 17,000 Ibs. 
in 1955. No daily cleaning out manure, 
just loaded as with beef cattle. 

We had trouble—foot trouble with 
our sheep in 1956. Some of our land 
is low and wet, and with a wet, hot 
July we had a bad out-break of foot 
trouble. We worried through—got the 
lambs to market in August and then 
sent the ewes to market. No sheep for 
1957, but if conditions look okay we 
will re-stock this fall with Western 
ewes. We think with you that most 
farm units need a flock of sheep.

Hogmen 
on the March 


Tue March issue of BREED- 
ER’S GAZETTE will be our Hog Special. 

Ic will also present our annual Pure- 
bred Review—reports from 13 swine 
recording associations, 15 beef cattle 
herdbooks, 8 dairy cattle clubs, 3 dual- 
purpose societies, 26 sheep and goat 
breeders’ associations and 21 stud books. 

Farmers’ intentions were calculated 
to farrow 7,541,000 litters this spring, 
through May—2% below spring of ’56 
and 9% below average. 

The United Duroc Record Ass’n, 
registered 66,515 pigs last year. 

At the 59th annual meeting of the 
OIC Swine Breeders’ Association, 9 
states were represented to re-elect Rob- 
ert Meintzer, Delta, O., as President and 
Mrs. Clara Clason, Goshen, Ind., as 
Secy.-Treas. Recordings for the year 
1955-56 were 2,634 white hogs. Grif 
fith’s champion barrow at the type 
demonstration weighed 222 Ibs. on foot 
and 164.6 lbs. on the hooks, measured 
31 in. long with 1.27 in. backfat, 3.55 
sq. in. loin-eye, 49.99% primal cuts. 

@ The “Berkshire News,’ 601 W. Mon- 
roe St., Springfield, UL, reports a loin- 
eye measuring 8.07 square inches. That’s 
right, 8.07; the planograph showed the 
red meat muscle at the 10th rib measur- 
ing 342” across by 234” high, but of 
course a loin is not fully rectangular. 
This Berkshire pig was produced by L. 
J. Murray, Milford, Mich., and weighed 
198 lbs. at 171 days of age. His litter-

mate had a loin-eye of 7.76 sq. in. 

The Illinois Swine Herd Improve- 
ment Ass'n, Fred Hoppin, Lincoln, HL, 
sec’'y, has 10 locals operating boar-test- 
ing stations. In their auction of tested 
boars or littermates at Princeton the 
sale order was set by the type and pro- 
duction score of the pig. Catalog data 
included feed conversion ratio, backfat, 
length and loin-eye of barrow in test. 
@ It is possible to make a pocketbook 
out of a sow’s ear, if you handle your 
pigs in the modern way, advise Dick 
Hollandbeck and Vernon Bell of Pur- 
due. At birth, ear-notch your pigs, weigh 
and clip needle teeth. Within 2 weeks 
castrate. Keep pens clean and dry; put 
in clean soil or give iron-copper solu- 
tions to prevent anemia. Have a creep 
ready 10 days after the pigs are far 
rowed. Crimped or rolled wheat, rolled 
oats and sugar can be used as appetizer 
in the creep. After the pigs learn to 
eat, a 16 to 18% protein ration is fed. 
Clean, fresh water always. Pigs can be 
weaned between 4 and 8 weeks. The 
sows can be moved and the pigs left 
in the same field to which they are ac- 
customed. Pigs should be eating well 
before they are weaned. If pigs are 
full-fed, gains will be faster and more 
economical. If on good pasture, a com- 
plete mixed ration should be fed until 
they weigh 75 Ibs. Then a gradual 
switch can be made to shelled corn and 
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protein supplement. If possible symp- 
toms of cholera, erysipelas, influenza, 
pneumonia or brucellosis occur, consult 
a veterinarian. Hogs should be wormed 
as needed with sodium fluoride, cad- 
mium or piperazine compounds. Rota- 
tion of pastures will help reduce worm 
infestation. To control external para- 
sites, spray the hogs with BHC or lin- 
dane. Top out your market hogs at 200 
to 220 Ibs.

As 
the disease develops, they act dizzy, have 
convulsive fits and then go into a coma 
that usually ends in death. Vaccinating 
the lambs before heavy feeding starts 
has been very successful in guarding 
against the disease. But better make sure 
each lamb gets its share of grain, and 
no more.

ers in 6 states the tide of purebred trade 
from the mother country had a turning. 
England, the “home of the breeds,” had 
come to the United States for naturally 
hornless Herefords and had recognized 
a unique contribution by our American 
farmers. The exporting firm of Hard- 
ing & Harding, whose founder was a 
pre-eminent Shorthorn breeder, handled 
the details. Our first Herefords were 
brought to Kentucky by Henry Clay in 
1817. After 140 years we send back 
whitefaces with the horns bred off. This 
epochal news comes from the American 
Hereford Association, which says: “Now 
that polled Herefords are accepted for 
registry in the English Hereford Herd 
Book Society, this shipment will pro- 
vide the foundation animals for polled 
Hereford breeding in that country and 
represents the first exportation to Eng- 
land from America in our history. 


@ For the first time in the history of 
the American beef cattle industry, An- 
gus breeders will discuss the advantages 
of progeny and performance testing 
with a view toward adopting a volun- 
tary national program that would give 
strong emphasis on individuality.
